gave me contact instructions. The Station 
contact also briefed me on the contact and what 
had transpired. I met a Chilean, whose name 
I did not recall and was taken by this Chilean 
to meet another Chilean with whom I remained in 
contact. I stated that . I believed the second 
Chilean was still of interest to the Agency and 
declined to give his name, deferring it to the 
Agency. I stated that these were the only Chileans 
that I had met in Chile . 


d. They asked me if I had met Generals 
Valenzuela arid Viaux arid other Chileans (whose 
names I do not. recall as I write this.) I re- 
plied that I had not . . They gave me a list of 
names of individuals . who had been tried for the 
assassination of General Rene Schneider. I 
replied I had never met any of them; f I was 
given the list twice and asked if I knew any 
of them.
